According to the will of Cecil 
John Rhodes. 32 scholarships ten 
able at the Universtiy of Oxford 
are assigned annually to the United 
States Appointments are made 
for two years and. for those whose 
record and plan of study make an 
award advisable, a third year is 
possible. There are no restrictions 
placed upon a Rhodes scholars 
choice of studies. 

To be eligible a candidate must 
be an unmarried, male citizen of 
the United 8tates. must be be- 
tween the ages of nineteen and 
twenty-five on October 1. 1939. and 
must "have completed at least his 
sophomore year by the time of ap- 
plication. Selections for appoint- 
ment are based on literary and 
scholastic ability and attainments 
qualities of manhood and devotion 
to duty, exhibition of leadership 
ability, and physical vigor The 
most important requirement for a 
Rhodes scholarship is some defin- 
ite quality of distinction, whether in 
Intellect, character, or personality, 
or Hn any combination of these 
qualities 

An applicant must be approved 
by his own college or university. 
Any number of students may apply 
If approved by the college, as there 
is no institutional quota The ne 
cessarv forms for application may 
be obtained In President McVey's 
offices in the Administration build 
ihg.
